of such a list.

In the second paragr -ah I ask for tiro copies 
of each Ferris doeusasnt, unless the number is great, in which event I said I’d pre- 
fer to examine tags. Any proper response to this request would hsv® had to indicate 
to ae inat tag majority cf these documents are, in trie phrase you use that in this 
esse ia a suphessism for suppression, withheld, end should hsve included a list of 
those that are and were witaaeld. Aether or not such proper response use sad® in 
full, I submit tnis bears very such on the accuracy of the recollection 1 reported, 
to yen, that Mr. Johnson did rsske certain documents os ferrie a vails bln to me end 
had a brief list in. his possession that 1 then noted sna sines them have lost.
